3y far the most important feature in iron and steel 
affairs of recent happening is the decision of the lead- 
ing interests at a meeting in New York, 

Confidence +. make no reduction in prices for the 

PP. current year, and it is expected that the 

announcement of this decision will be 
productive of much new business promptly. In view of 
recent financial disturbances which brought about a 
slackened condition of many of the great industries 
and a condition of doubt and hesitation upon the part 
of great enterprises, there has naturally followed a de- 
sire to begin again on the ground floor and to many of 
these the ground floor has meant reductions of prices 
of commodities that entered into the work in hand 
and thus to an extent a period of waiting has been in- 
dulged in for the time to arrive when, whatever re- 
adjustments in prices should have been brought about, 
and to these and to all whose interests might be af- 
fected by the decision of the steel interests, the con- 
clusions arrived at in the New York meeting were 
naturally all important. 

It was hardly to be expected that buyers would 
place their orders in the face of a possible decline and 
while there was a chance for any decline whatever, 
orders were held off naturally. But now that it is 
certain that prices will be maintained, and there is a 
certainty as to what quotations will be, it is believed 
that buyers who have held off awaiting a definite an- 
nouncement, will come into the market prepared to go 
forward with their industries and undertakings. That 
the steel interests have acted wisely, there can be no 
question, and as for intending buyers there is no as- 
surance required other than an assurance that prices 
are to be wholly stable and to be depended upon, for 
their guidance, government and future uses, and all 
this is vouchsafed in the New York steel action. 

Action along the lines of weakness would have left 
everybody at sea as to the future and a sharp reduc- 
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tion could not have failed in its retroactive effect in 
enormously crumbling values that are already fixed. 
Hardware stocks, buildings, railways, machinery and 
everything into which steel enters must necessarily in 
such an event have depreciated in value to the extent 
of the reduction in value of the material from which 
they are created, for it should be understood that, 
whatever affects present values, correspondingly af- 
fects values of the same or kindred nature wherever 
found and, furthermore, there is engendered hesitancy 
and lack of confidence in the commodity considered. 

The New York meeting was composed of seventy- 
nve manufacturers and purchasers of steel, and in 
substance their action was such as was given out later 
by E. H. Gary, chairman of the United States Steel 
corporation, as follows: 

“Brief addresses were made by practically every one pres 
ent, including J. P. Morgan, and without exception the opin- 
ion was voiced that prevailing prices are fully justified and 
should not be changed. While an agreement for the main- 
tenance of prices were made or suggested, it was the ex 
pressed belief of all that such maintenance would result in 
benefit to the manufacturers, to their customers, to the em 
ployes, and to business interests generally; that stability of 
prices, if and when reasonable, is desirable; that violent fluc 
tuations, resulting in abnormally high prices when the demand 
exceeds the supply, and unreasonably low prices when the re- 
verse is true, are to be deplored. 

“It also was remarked that the present disposition to as 
sist one another by the friendly interchange of views rather 
than a resort to unreasonable and destructive competition, 
which would ultimately result in the application of the law of 
the survival of the fittest, is in accordance with the present 
state of public sentiment. 

“The meeting afforded a striking illustration of the fact 

that there can be active, sharp competition in business without 
necessitating an unfriendly and bitter warfare that in the end 
must be injurious to the manufacturers, the purchasing public, 
and to the hundreds of thousands of employes who are de 
pendent upon the success of their employers for work at fair 
wages. ; 
“As to the future, opinions were, without exception, con 
servatively optimistic. That the wealth and wonderful re 
sources and recuperative powers of the country will before 
long bring a restoration of business that will employ all the 
furnaces and mills to their full capacity is the expectation of 
the leaders in the iron and steel industry.” 

The condition that existed in steel at the time of 
the meeting here referred to were not different from 
those existing to a greater or lesser degree in all in- 
dustries, though it may be admitted that the interests 
here represented were of greater magnitude than is 
generally possible. We have passed through a strin- 
gency in money affairs, a panic if one so chooses to 
term it, and naturally following such an event, values 
are supposed to be more or less unsettled, and in this 
situation to re-establish confidence, it is necessary that 
all should know promptly, openly and beyond question 
just what prices must be paid for certain commodities. 
The positive statement of purpdse in the case in ques- 
tion was sufficient to re-establish confidence at once, 
and large orders were tendered immediately. The 
same result proved to be the case when the American 
Steel and Wire company reaffirmed its last year’s 
prices, confidence was at once re-established. When 
manufacturers earlier in the year reaffirmed previous 
prices on stoves, bolts and nuts, stamped wares an! 
numerous other items in which hardware merchants 
are more directly interested, the result was the same. 
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Whatever makes for stability in prices, makes for con- 
fidence and for the welfare of all business interests. 








A RECENT report of Ernest G. Timme, auditor of 
the United States Postoffice department, is astonishing 
as to its disclosures relating to the mar- 
The velous growth of the postal service 
pig within recent years. In all probability 
both the receipts and expenditures for 
the ensuing fiscal year will exceed $200,000,000. In 
1890 the receipts were $60,000,000, expenditures $60,- 
000,000, with a deficit of about $5,500,000; by 1907 
this had increased threefold, receipts being $183,000,- 
000, expenditures $190,000,000, while the deficit was 
only about $6,500,000. It is gratifying to note that 
while the expenses are three times as great, the deficit 
remains substantially the same as it was seventeen 
years ago. It seems peculiar that in so rapidly in- 
creasing a volume of business transacted the postal 
deficit should remain practically stationary, although 
of course the percentage of deficit to the amount of 
business transacted has been materially lessened. 
The American people are naturally annoyed by the 
ever present postal deficit. They are a loyal 
people and as their most intimate relations with the 
affairs of their government are through postal chan- 
nels they naturally feel a greater pride in its doings 
than in any other department of government affairs. 
No doubt it was largely for this reason that recent 
efforts to foist upon the people the burden of an ex- 
periment in parcels post manipulation was considered 
so unfavorably in a general way. An experiment at 
least gave promise of increased postal deficits for a 
great many years to come. The honest loyal people 
who have always abhorred and deplored this particular 
deficit apparently were disinclined to favor any 
measure that gave promise of continuing it or increas- 
ing it to any extent whatever. Why should there be 
a deficit at all? It would seem that a standing margin 
of annual deficit of about three per cent might be 
readily provided against in the management of so ex- 
tensive a business. If there is to be a margin either 
way why not so arrange the postal affairs as to pro- 
vide a profit instead of a deficit—be the profit never so 
small. 








Now that the Jamestown Ter-Centennial Exposition 
has closed, all eyes are turned toward the next great 
world’s fair, the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 

Our Next Exposition which will be held at Seattle, 
Exposition. Washington, opening June 1, and closing 
October 15, 1909. This exposition will be 

held in a section of the country where world’s fairs 
are new and for that and many other reasons it is ex- 
pected to be a success, beneficially, educationally, ar- 
‘ tistically and financially. Work on the grounds and 
buildings of the exposition is well under way and the 
management is determined to have everything in 
readiness by opening day. This has been written about 
all expositions in late years, but the promise has nev- 
er been completely fulfilled. The officials of the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition, however, have 
started out with a completed-on-opening-day idea 
above everything else, and if they do not carry out 
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their plan it will not be because western energy has 
not been expended in the task. The Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition promises to be different from forn 

er world’s fairs in many ways, but one policy stands 
out so far above any of the rest that the entire press 
of the country from Uncle Sam to carry on the work! 
That policy must be conceded as original. All the 
management desires is for the United States govern- 
ment to participate in the same manner as foreign 
countries and the different states, by erecting build- 
ings and installing exhibits therein. Former exposi- 
tions have been aided by the government in many dif- 
ferent ways. Outright gifts of large sums of money 
have been made by Congress to some world’s fairs, 
while others ‘have negotiated loans from Uncle Sam, 
some of which were paid back and some of which 
were not. Some expositions have received both dona- 
tions and loans. _ As stated before, the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition will ask for neither. A clause 
pledging this policy has been inserted in the congres- 
sional bill making provision for participation only, by 
Uncle Sam. Since the United States government be- 
gan to patronize expositions down to the Jamestown 
fair, Congress has appropriated a total of $28,752,251 
for world’s fairs. Only $485,000 of this money has 
been spent west of the Rocky mountains, the Lewis 
and Clark exposition, one of the most successful ever 
held, receiving the benefit of that amount. The bill 
that has been introduced at the present session of Cop- 
gress provides an appropriation of $1,175,000 to en- 
able Uncle Sam to take advantage of the opportunity 
for effective advertising. The money will be appor- 
tioned as follows:

On June 1, last before a crowd of fifteen hundred 
persons, ground breaking ceremonies were held, with 
many prominent men making addresses, among whom 
was Hon. John Barrett, director of the International 
Bureau of Ameritan Republics, representing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. From that date to the present time 
work has been going on rapidly upon the exposition 
grounds. Most of the grading and clearing has been 
finished. All of the principal roadways, avenues, cir- 
cles and plazas have been completed. The Adminis- 
tration Building has been erected and occupied by the 
executive force for several months. Contracts have 
been let for the construction of five large buildings 
and several small ones. Among these are the Manu- 
factures building, Agriculture building, Auditorium, 
Palace of Fine Arts and Machinery Hall. The three 
latter buildings will be permanent structures, built of 
buff brick with terra cotta trimmings. The “A-Y-P,” 
as it is sometimes called in Seattle, will differ again 
from some former fairs in that some of its exhibit 
palaces will be permanent structures. The grounds 
are located on the property of the Washington Uni- 
versity, a state institution, and after the exposition is 
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over the permanent buildings and those substantially 
built will be taken over by the college to be used for 
educational purposes., The purpose of the exposition 
is to exploit Alaska and Yukon and the countries bor- 
dering on the Pacific Ocean country.

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A report of the directors of the Bellaire Stove Com- 
pany of Bellaire, O., indicates a prosperous condition 
for the company. The election of officers was held at 
a recent meeting and the entire corps of officers was 
re-elected. 

A series of leaflets from the S. Obermayer Company 
of Cincinnati, O., relate to Ceylon plumbago “Parta- 
mol,” a substitute for lycapodium, molders’ shovels, 
bellows, riddles, snap flasks, brushes, etc. As a lot 
they are very good advertisements, they are nicely 
printed and the references made in connection with 
them are timely and to the point. 


A tasteful booklet of examples by Mersfelder Pat- 
tern Company of Cincinnati, O., is devoted to a series 
of illustrations of base burners, cast ranges, steel 
ranges, gas stoves and furnaces, the patterns of which 
were made by this company. The company states that 
it is in a position to figure on any kind of stove, range 
or furnace patterns. It is located at Pearl and Lud- 
low streets, Cincinnati, O. 

Some very rapid work in factory building was done 
in the case of the re-erection of the Zenith Stove 
Works, at Phelps, N. Y. The former plant was totally 
(lestroyed by fire about two months ago and since that 
time, through energetic endeavor, the entire plant has 
been replaced by modern structure, which in point of 
capacity, is about double that of the plant destroyed. 
Machinery has been installed, and the new works are 
already in operation. 


W. D. Sager, who is well known to the trade as an 
extensive wholesaler of stoves at 38 Michigan street, 
Chicago, has recently leased the extensive premises 
at 483-93 North Water street, Chicago, where there 
is provided 70,000 square feet of room for use in con- 
ducting his stove business and where both railway 
and water facilities for shipping are available. Mr. 
Sager will make arrangements to lease the premises 
now occupied and the removal to the new establish- 
ment, it is expected, will be made on or about the first 
of May. 

The plant of the Hammack Steel Range Company 
of Knoxville, Tenn., which has been in process of 
erection for some time past, is finally entirely enclosed 
and members of the company state that within a com- 
paratively short time they will be able to start their 
forces in the manufacture of steel ranges. They will 
employ about fifty hands at the beginning. The proc- 
ess of the erection of the building has been consider- 
ably delayed by the inability to get their supplies of 
glass and some other articles forward as early as had 
been anticipated. 


A petition in involuntary bankruptcy has been filed 
against the Electric Heating & Mfg. Company, of 
Dolgeville, Cal. Dolgeville is practically a suburb of 
Los Anegles, Cal. The action was taken for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interests of the company which 
it is reported has been threatened with similar action 
by unfriendly creditors, and it is stated*that it was to 
this end that friendly creditors took advance action. It 
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is likely that the court will be asked to appoint a re 
ceiver for this concern. The assets of the compan, 
are stated at $46,000 and the liabilities at $26,000. 


The Lebanon Stove Works of Lebanon, Pa., at a 
recent stockholders meeting elected the follow 
ing directors and officers: H. A. Reinoehl, John 
Hunsicker, H. H. Kreider, John H. Seltzer, A. S. 
Light, Adam Lerch, S. P. Reinoehl, Attorney Frank

.The Notman Stove Company has been incorporated 
with a capital stock of $50,000. The company’s pres- 
ent locality is at Alliance, O., and it is its intention to 
build a stove manufacturing plant but the site has not 
yet been determined ; it will, however, probably be lo- 
cated in Canton or Alliance, Ohio. The directors of 
the company are: A. Notman, A. 5S. Armstrong, A. 
H. Elliott, R. P. Lambright and R. B. Davis. The 
officers of the company are as follows: President and 
treasurer, A. S. Armstrong; vice president and secre- 
tary, R. P. Lambright; secretary, A. H. Elliott; gen- 
eral manager, C. A. Notman. 


A party of capitalists, among whom are D. A. Roth- 
enberger, Frederick Schoff, D. F. Hershey, E. L. Gar- 
ber, M. B. Leaman and others, have bought out the 
plant and business of the Yeager & Hunter Stove 
Works of Spring City, Pa., and we are informed that 
the transfer has already been made. The plant will 
be started up within a brief time and with a full equip- 
ment of men and facilities and it is the intention to 
keep the work running to its capacity practically all 
of the time. Mr. James Forrest has been appointed 
superintendent of the plant. Mr. Yeager of the for- 
mer company will be continued with the company for 
a short time for the purpose of general supervision of 
the run of affairs. 


The National Stove Company, a division” of the 
American Stove Co., manufacturers of gas, oil, and 
gasoline stoves, has completed its new plant at Lorain, 
O., and now has it in operation. The premises are 
450 x 60 feet, with a wing of 115 x 45 feet, both build- 
ings being of brick construction and two stories in 
height. An additional building for warehouse uses 
has also been built. It is of brick and iron construc- 
tion and is one story high. A power house has also 
been provided 60x 40 feet in extent of brick con- 
struction with concrete floor. These with other at- 
tendant premises give the company a very large es- 
tablishment. The buildings were designed specially to 
facilitate the practical and economical production of 
the goods above indicated. The equipment of the 
work is entirely new and electricity is used as the mo- 


tive power. 


F. W. Hutchings, secretary of the National Foun- 
ders’ Association of Detroit, Mich., advises us by let- 
ter under date of January 25 that reports from local 
molders’ unions throughout the country indicate that 
there are now 35,000 members of the iron molders’ 
union drawing out-of-work benefits because of inabil- 
ity to secure jobs. At ‘14 cents per member this is a 
loss of $14,000 per week to the iron molders’ union. 
The ‘striking union molders; at Moline, IIl., have vote:l 
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to abide by the decision of the national union, which 
-alled for stoppage of-strike benefits and ordered the 
strikers to apply for work in the independent shops 
with the non-union men in the hope of secretly reor- 
vanizing them. The strikers at. Beloit, Wis., are said 
to be vigorously objecting to the stoppage of strike 
benefits by the national union, but it is doubtful that 
this will avail them anything.

Peoria, Ill., and is reputed one of the handsomest Oak 
stoves on the market. The illustration shown herewith 
will give a very fair idea of the formation of the stove 
and also its embellishment as to its black iron detail 
and as to the affixed ornamentation in nickel parts. 
The Peoria Oak is made entirely air tight, the door 
facings being ground and lathe turned. The construc- 
tion of the stove provides a very large firepot, large 
deep roomy ash pan, screw registers in both feed and 
ashpit door, swing cover with lid under it and a pro- 
vision is made by which a hard coal magazine may be 
put into the stove without difficulty if it is required.

A thoroughly good 1908 catalogue of stoves, ranges 
and furnaces is by Schill Bros. Co., of Crestline, O. 
The work contains 60 pages exclusive of cover, the 
cover being an unusually attractive one this year, it be- 
ing put up in a dark slate green linenized flexible board 
richly embossed in black and brilliant red effects as to 
the front title. The work is splendidly printed, the il- 
lustrations are brought out in perfect effects, the paper 
is of a very superior order of heavy white super-cal- 
ender stock and in all ways the volume is a distinctly 
creditable one. The text of the work is well written, the 
arrangement is convenient and comprehensive and the 
opening introductory notices such for example as 
“Prices and Terms, ” “Freight and Breakage,” “When 
Goods are Returned,” “Special Notices” and_ the 
“Guarantee” are made unusually effective by the care- 
ful manner in which they are written and the prom- 
inence that is accorded to them. A new steel range 
that we have not seen before is shown in this cata- 
logue, it is designated as “Schill’s Dauntless K.” It 
is a large rangé running to weights of 465 to 515 
pounds. “The Dauntless K.” is put up in polished 
steel construction with substantial oven bracing and all 
of the practical features of the best type of modern 
steel range construction. The oven is ventilated by 
means of an inside draught slide. The reservoir equip- 
ment is said to be the largest used on any steel range 
at the present time. The attached ornamentation runs 
to quite original lines, it being laid out largely in panel 
work and in the nickel framing that is entirely smooth 
and polished and without configuration other than as 
to outlines. The range and the base are built separate 
and when the base is not desired by the purchaser it 
may not be taken. Features of the range are reversi-

“America.” Then President Kornely delivered his 
annual address as follows: 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen—I extend to you all a most hearty welcome 
to the twelfth annual convention of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association. We are here today for the same 
purpose and object as we were when this organization was 
started: to protect and foster the interests of the retail 
hardware dealers. We havé already accomplished a great 
deal of good, but we have to keep up the good work. To 
succeed we must stand united and keep ourselves posted 

I believe, and hope that my conviction will be sustained 
by your testimony, that you have been prosperous during the 
most of last year. It is evident that towards its close the 
financial stringency checked business to some texent. There- 
fore, it may be prudent to be conservative in our purchases

for a spell; but we must not lose our ambition and courage; 
keep on, try and get new business. When your counter 
trade is dull, go out for more business 

As our insurance has proved to be a great benefit to our 
Association, I would advise those members who have not 
carried any insurance with us, to inform themselves on that 
subject before leaving this convention. Undoubtedly most of 
you are aware that 50 per cent rebate was declared, which 
leaves our treasury with a safe reserve fund 

Your delegates to the National convention, which was 
field at Boston last June, were elated by the enthusiasm at 
the meetings. Our worthy secretary, who kept notes of the 
proceedings, will elaborate on the work done at that conven- 
tion. I wish to mention, however, that our Association has 
been honored through the elevation of one of our most active 
members, Mr. H. L. McNamara, from director to treasurer. 
In his selection, certainly the convention was guided by good 
judgment The officers of the National association are 
hustlers. The members should assist them with their .best 
efforts, and keep posted by reading the National Bulletin. 
Also, I commend all the hardware trade journals to you. 
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They are doing their utmost in our behalf; let us help them 
push the good work and assist them to keep up their energy. 

The past year has taught us to be on the alert. Con- 
trary to our protest, the last Legislature passed the binder- 
twine bill, and the bill of the Milwaukee Retail Hardware 
Association to prohibit the gas companies from selling stoves 
to the consumer, was defeated. 

At present, we are contending against the parcels post 
bill, with the Postmaster General and others back of it. This 
bill, gentlemen, is opposed by all the various retail business 
associations. Resolutions have been passed against the bill 
by the Milwaukee Retail Hardware Association, the Travel- 
ling Men’s Association, the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, and last but not least, by the officers of the 
National Retail Hardware Association with a backing of 
10,000 members. 

It seems, at present, that the catalog houses and the de- 
partment stores are the only lines of business that favor the 
scheme. The only organization in Milwaukee, which has, to 
my knowledge, passed a_ resolution of approval, is the

“Greater Milwaukee Association,” whose directors are mostly 
proprietors and officers of department stores. 

Gentlemen, from past experience, I would recommend 
that more attention be given to the representation in our 
law-making bodies and public officials, and that such men 
only, as we know to be honest and faithful, should be sup- 
ported; men who wil! not stoop against their own convic- 
tion for the sake of a few votes or for something more dis- 
honorable, to favor monopolies and government parasites. 
We have good, capable, honest men in the hardware busi- 
ness, some of whom have the time to fill public offices. Any 
good citizen should: consider it a duty to offer some of his 
time for the good of the community. We are assembled here 
today not only as hardware dealers, but, also, as. loyal citi- 
zens of the United States. Hardware dealers as a rule are 
honest. Certainly we cannot be anything but honest if we 
want to succeed against the unjust encroachments on our 
legitimate business. " 

[ would direct your attention to our transportation facil- 
ities, which are not what they should be. Goods in transit 
are very often unnecessarily delayed. I believe, and I would 
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suggest that you take some action on this. It seems to me, 
also, that we should encourage our water-way improvements. 

Gentlemen, we have not put on the program man, 
speakers for the reason that we wish to devote our tim: 
to the question box, believing that this convention’ can de- 
rive more benefit in that way. I earnestly request, that you 
will bring before this meeting such questions as you may 
consider important for the action of this convention. Im- 
portant matters of a public nature should be put into the 
form of resolutions and referred to the committee on resolu- 
tions without being first read. Keep the committee busy. 

Gentlemen, I hope that you all will take an active in- 
terest in our deliberations. Confine your debates to motions 
that are before you, with coolness and deliberation. Be sure 
to be present at each opening of our sessions. Also, | 
further urge that every member of the committees be ready 
for duty when his committee meets. The committee work 
is of the greatest importance to our convention, and its suc- 
cess depends largely upon the faithful work and prompt 
reports of our committees. 

In conclusion, I hope that through the discussions that 
will come up, you will be benefited and more enligthened. 
I wish you to go home with the satisfaction that you all 
enjoyed yourselves most,happily, and that you are amply 
repaid ‘for your attendance. here in the prosperous and hos- 
pitable city of Milwaukee. 

I thank you for your kind attention. I now declare the 
twelfth annual convention open for. business.

Short addresses were then delivered. Mr. R. R. 
Williams of the Jron Age of New York, Mr. Daniel 
Stern of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of Chicago, Mr. 
W. H. Bennett of the American Hardware Manufac- 
turers’ Association and Charles H. Williams of 
Streator, Ill., second vice-president of the National 
Retail Hardware Association. An interesting address 
on “Business Methods’ was then delivered by H. F. 
Krueger of Neenah, Wisconsin, following which Sec- 
retary-Treasurer C. A. Peck addressed the assembly 
on the subject of Fire Insurance, and at 12 o'clock 
noon the convention adjourned until the following day. 

THURSDAY. 


The meeting was called to order at 9:30 a. m. and 
following the usual opening exercises the report of 
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the Auditing Committee. The question box, which 
was a feature of the programme, proved a very inter- 
esting affair and some excellent topics came out of it 
which elicited general and free discussion. Following 
the question box discussion, Mr. J. W. Jones of Ra- 
cine, Wis., read a very interesting paper on the sub- 
ject of “Trade Getting,” which aroused much ‘nter- 
est. Some “Flies in Our Ointment,” a topic chosen 
by Mr. John M. Cavanaugh, freight agent of the C. & 
N. W. Ry., came at this point on the programme, and 
it proved a highly interesting paper and one that 
awakened much interest and created considerable 
amusement. 

Mr. M. L. Corey, secretary of the National Retail 
Hardware Association, then delivered a stirring ad- 
dress on the “Parcels Post Law,” which was heard 
with marked attention. 

Mr. Corey in his address said that the law would be un- 
constitutional in that it would be class legislation, and that 
the supreme court has held this to be against the law of the 
country. Furthermore, Mr. Corey said it would reduce every 
village store ito a mail order house and indute unfair com- 
petition because the cost of postage would be charged in 
different and unfair ways. 

“The farmer,” said Mr. Corey, “wants to go to the village 
store and pick out his own goods. The parcels post is im- 
practical and the hardware. dealer who desires to remain in 
business should immediately use his best influence with the 
national representatives against its passage. For instance, 
should the farmer telephone in for a pound of nails, who 
would pay the postage? The farmer would complain if he 
were charged for it, deeming it as part of the storekeepers’ 
business to deliver the goods and yet the hardware dealer 
would make such a profit on the pound of nails that if he 
sold only nails for a week he would be out of business.” 

Mr. Corey urged that farmers be supplied with literature 
giving the facts of the parcel post law that the advocates of 
it are suppressing. . 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Corey’s address a mo- 
tion was made and carried to instruct the Resolutions 
Committee of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Associ- 
ation, in convention in the Public Service Building, to 
present a resolution scoring the Greater Milwaukee 
Association for favoring the parcels post law, intro- 
duced into Congress at the request of the Postmaster 
General. 

At 12 o’clock noon the convention adjourned until 
Friday morning. 

FRIDAY. 

\t 9:30 a. m. the meeting was called to order and 
the reports of committees were submitted. Discus- 
sions followed the committee reports. These related 
to “Advertisfhg,” “Window Displays,’ “Express 
Charges” and other interesting topics and an interest- 
ing and profitable session was had with them. Mr. 
Harvey J. Fueller of Philadelphia then delivered an 
interesting and instructive address on “Heating and 
Ventilation.” 

The convention held its election of officers, which 
resulted as follows.:

AN ACTIVE EXHIBITOR. 


Mr. Charles Hahn, a practical tinner of Mandan, 
N. Dak., submits the accompanying sketch of a novel 
goods exhibitor for a hardware ar other store which 
is simple in construction and ought to attract much

attention. A tin drum, twenty inches in diameter and 
twenty-eight inches high, with some top ornamenta- 
tion, is provided with a central shaft, a two-inch wide 
pulley-wheel above and a couple of bicycle pedals at- 
tached, one each above and below. A fan wheel of 
twenty-inch diameter is then made and located above 
a furnace register, the fan having an inch and a half 
band iron support from above, and a simple pulley- 
wheel, such as may be gotten from a sash pulley, at- 
tached to shaft as shown. A light belt, such as sew- 
ing machine belting, is used to connect the two pulleys. 
An upward flow of hot air from the register operates 
the whole device and causes the drum full of goods 
to revolve steadily and with good effect. Bells may be 
used upon the hooks instead of goods, and the re- 
volving device may be placed in any part of the store. 
It is an ingenious device and one that will attract 


much attention.

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OBITUARY. 


Sebastian Brand. 

Sebastian Brand, founder and president of the 
Brand Stove Company of Milwaukee, Wis.. died at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Wm. F. Hyde, in Mi! 
waukee, on February I at 11 o’clock p. m. at the ag: 
of 77 years, following an illness arising from stom- 
ach trouble. Mr. Brand was born in Nierenstein, 
Germany, in 1830, and was educated in the schools 
of his native city, where he learned the trade 
of mason and builder, which he followed in 
Nierenstein until 1854, at which time he came to the 
United States and settled in Milwaukee, Wis.

He 
was a director in the Milwaukee Mechanics’ Insurance 
Company at the time of his death and was prominent 
in Milwaukee’s business affairs in a general way. 

The funeral was held on Ttiesday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 4, from the home of his daughter in Milwaukee.

A CHURCH HEATING PLAN. 








BY CHAS. EWALT, MINOT, N. D. 

The heating of a modern church is considered a 
difficult proposition for the reason that there are com- 
monly several rooms to heat besides the auditorium 
and often it is required to heat the entire building at 
the same time and by the same means. The ac- 
companying sketches are of a heating plan I used in 
the Presbyterian Church at Minot, N. D., and had 
the building been planned with the understanding 
that it was to be heated with a furnace, possibly there 
could have been some provisions made whereby the 
entire building could have been properly taken care of 
in this manner. The vestibule should be heated so as 
to avoid the cold draughts when people enter the 
church room, but the entrance being near a corner 
and the furnace room and chimney in the opposite 
corner, it was found impossible to get enough heat to 
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the vestibule to be of any benefit and the same condi- 
tion applies to the class room under the vestibule. The 
choir room in the rear is also in the opposite corner 
from the other furnace, but it can be sufficiently warm- 
ed by leaving the door open. The other rooms are heat- 
ed very satisfactorily, so much so that the work was 
pail for before it was completed. To remove the cold 
air from the auditorium I used ‘six 10x 14 registers, 
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: 
placed in the floor close to the wall, each one being un 
der a window, but as the floor inclines (slopes) to- 
wards the pulpit, these would not take the air at th 
lowést point, so I placed a 12x 48-inch face in fron: 
of the pulpit which takes the air under the platforn 
and out in the kitchen close to the ceiling, where it 
enters a galvanized iron box and is taken through th 
wall and down to the furnace. This method of taking 
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the air from the auditorium was something new to 
me and I was at first doubtful about it, but the more 
study I gave to the plan the more confident I felt that 
as soon as the hot air was turned into the auditorium 
the cold air would be forced through these registers 
to the basement. I was advised by one of the leading 
furnace makers connected with a concern that makes 
heating plans for such buildings, to avoid any such 
plan as it would be a failure. But I have always had 
an idea that many such people had never seen a fur- 
nace except in the foundry or the salesroom and 
therefore I went ahead. 

There are two very good reasons for using this 
plan. The first is, that it is cheaper to install and 
seeond it does away with those large pipes or boxes 
which take up so much space in the basement. In the 
Sunday-school room there will be noticed one 8x8 
stack close to the chimney and another in the corner 
by the stairway of the basement. These are designed 
to heat two rooms, one over the Sunday-school room 
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and one over the vestibule which are used for young 
ien’s reading rooms. | trust I have made these plans 
and explanations sufficiently clear for readers to un- 
derstand them and in this connection should anyone 
desire to ask for any further information, | will be 
quite willing to answer inquiries.

FUEL BRIQUETTES. 


Vice-Consul A. S: Phillips, of Cardiff, writes that 
the improvement in the method of making fuel 
briquettes in Wales under Shedlock’s process consists 
in forming a pitchy deposit on each particle of coal 
or other carbon in as thin a film as possible, thereby 
producing a nearly smokeless fuel. He adds: 

In other words, the idea is to render briquettes so 
made capable of producing in combustion the maxi- 
mum of heat with the minimum of unconsumed vapor. 
In fact, the process is a combination of tar distillation 
and fuel briquette manufacture. It is carried into ef- 
fect by mixing a liquid hydrocarbon tar with any suit- 
able solid carbonaceous matter, preferably coal, in such 
quantity only as will produce, upon being subjected 
to the necessary temperature in closed vessels, suffi- 
cient pitch to bind the particles of coal, upon being 
subjected to the necessary pressure, so as to form a 
perfectly homogeneous mass, capable of resisting 
rough treatment. 

In the ordinary method, as at present practiced in 
the manufacture of fuel briquettes, pitch is added to 
the coal in such quantities (from 8 to Io per cent) 
as to produce in combustion so large a volume of 
dense smoke that it is found impossible to supply suf- 
ficient oxygen for its perfect oxidation. The briquette 
produced under the new system contains a maximum 
of 3 per cent pitch, and this is so intimately com- 
bined with the solid carbon that. the fuel in ignition 
burns with a clear, solid flame, thereby avoiding loss 
of calorific value by the production of heavy volumes 
of smoke. In addition to the foregoing advantages 
claimed for the Shedlock system of briquette manu- 
facture there is the additional benefit of economy of 
production, for in general the cost of pitch is about 
twice as much as that of tar, consequently 5 per cent 
of tar will be one-fourth of the cost of pitch when 10 
per cent is used. Five per cent of tar is the quantity 
required, when combined with coal, to produce the 
necessary 3 per cent of pitch to form, under the new 
system, a solid briquette of the required’ homogeneity, 
and the 2 per cent of volatiles given off during the 
process are recovered and are of nearly the same value 
as the 5 per cent of tar originally used. It will thus 
be understood that a great economy in the manufac- 
ture of the briquette is thereby secured. The cost of 
treatment of the materials is practically the same as 
under. the ordinary method now practiced in making 
fuel briquettes.

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FOR GOOD TIN ROOFING. 





(Continued from January 25.) 

Slate and tile roofs, whether laid on wood or on 

metal roof framing, will crack and fall when exposed 
to heat, laying bare the sheathing and the interior of 
the building, and rendering the work of firemen below 
extremely hazardous. Tar and gravel roofs, and sim- 
ilar built-up composition roofings containing pitch, 
tar and other bituminous compounds, are the worst 
fire-risk—excepting shingles—and are usually classed 
as such by insurance companies. In the case of fire 
from within the building the tin roof acts as a blanket 
to the flames and will often hold together intact when 
the roof supports burn through and collapse, smoth- 
ering the flames and preventing the disastrous upward 
draft which often carries sparks and embers to a dis- 
tance. This well-known feature of tin roofs is a great 
aid to firemen in fighting the flames. Everything con- 
sidered, tin is the most durable roofing material that 
can be obtained. There is ample evidence in the files 
of the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Association re- 
lating to tin roofs in good condition after upwards of 
eighty-five years’ service, and these roofs are appar- 
ently good for indefinite periods to come. Where 
good tin is used, and the work is properly done, the 
roof can be expected to last as long as the building 
stands, with no further attention except an occasional 
coat of paint. As a rule, from five to eight-year in- 
‘tetvals are sufficient for subsequent painting, depend- 
ing upon local conditions. With a good tin roof the 
intervals between paintings are about equal to the 
average life of a tar and gravel, slag, or composition 
roof. Roofs of cheap. tin that fail to uphold this 
standard of durability only serve as a contrast to the 
value of good tin, properly put on. 

A good tin roof is economical; it is an investment 
rather than an expense. A building covered with a 
roof that requires no repairs is worth more in buying 
and _ selling. The first cost of the tin roof is the only 
cost excepting the slight additional cost of an occa- 
sional coat of paint. There are known many 30-year 
roofs of good tin that have been painted only two or 
three times, and are in perfect condition. This item of 
painting represents only the reasonable attention that 
a good, first-class article deserves to keep it in perfect 
condition. Very little paint is required to cover tin, 
as it spreads out thin over the surface, and does not 
soak in. Contrasted with other forms of roofing ma- 
terial a good tin roof is better than slate, which. is 
heavy, cracks in extreme cold weather or under sud- 
den changes of temperature; fades in color, is exceed- 
ingly difficult to repair, and can only be laid on very 
steep surfaces. 

It is a curious fact that owing to the cheap quality 
of the nails used nowadays for slate, tile.and shingle 
roofs, this is a weak point of such roofs, since rust 
soon attacks the nails, and when these rust through 
there is nothing to hold the heavy slates or tiles. The 
nails in a tin roof are completely protected from the 
weather, as the surface of the tin is continuous, with-

out any cracks or interstices through which moisture 
can penetrate. 

It is preferable to tiles, which are difficult to lay 
tight; they admit wind and moisture, and are heavy, 
requiring extra strong roof construction or shingles 
which warp, rot out, split, absorb water and remain 
damp, and in hot, dry weather are easily set afire b) 
a spark. Modern shingles are usually sawed instead 
of split, as in the old days, and do not last long. Like 
slate and tile, shingles are only adapted to steep roofs. 
Gravel, slag, or other composition roofs, which are 
made of perishable, inflammable materials, are 
practicable only on very flat surfaces—less than 
three inches slope to the foot*—and are a constant 
menace from fire to the building they cover. Leaks in 
roofs of this kind are very difficult to trace and repair, 
as water will often work for long distances be- 
tween the courses of paper and felt. Such roofs are 
dirty and frequently clog the gutters and downspouts 
with tar and gravel. In case of fire they add fuel to 
the flames, and render the work of firemen doubly 
hazardous, from the burning pitch or tar which drips 
through to the lower floors and from the eaves. The 
extreme danger from fire with roofs of this class will 
be realized by noting the amount of highly inflam- 
mable material applied to every ten feet square. A 


four-ply tar and gravel roof contains:

Note further that paper and felt are perishable 
materials, and that tar and pitch, under the action of 
heat and cold of the weather, soon dry out, crack, 
and lose their waterproof value. . Tin roofing is better 
than any of the ready-made roofing such as felt, paper, 
or patent roll roofing, which are at best only tem- 
porary coverings, and which bag and buckle and look 
cheap and poor, and help to feed the flames in case 
of fire. It has advantages over copper, especially 
when put on in large expanses, as the great expansion 
and contraction of copper under varying temperatures 
causes it to break apart at the seams. Copper is in- 
clined to “craze” and “creep” under certain conditions. 
There are many complaints of the copper sold nowa- 
days, which does not seem to have the weather-resist- 
ing: qualities of the old-time metal obtained by cruder 
methods of smelting. Zinc disintegrates on exposure 
to the atmosphere, particularly in salt air, along the 
seaboard. Sheet lead creeps and draws itself out 
thinner and thinner until it falls apart, and both zinc 
and lead will melt and run down under moderate heat, 
in case of fire.» Everyone who has had experience with 
good tin roofs readily acknowledges these facts. The 
statements and attacks made against tin roofs by 
makers of other forms of roofing apply only to cheap 
roofing plates; such arguments and statements are 
not. true of the old-time, heavily coated, well-made 
plates. which have always given such excellent all- 
around satisfaction, where treated right.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Hardware affairs still remain quiet, although more 
or less business is coming in in the regular way, and 
there may be said to be more than the usual amount 
of inquiry at this time of the year. A fairly good 
start has been made among jobbers in lines of spring 
goods and some very good orders have been closed 
at the several hardware trade conventions that have 
occurred recently. Wire and wire fencing are in very 
good demand for this time of the year, orders from 
southern territory and from the southwest being 
strong. With the severe weather we have been hav- 
ing during the week throughout the northwest ‘little 
has been expected in that territory. There is notice- 
able, however, a steady gain in confidence in the trade 
here and elsewhere and building interests are working 
into the market for supplies that promise to be needed 
early. The recent action of the steel interests in their 
New York meeting has already proved beneficial in the 
way of restoring confidence, as has also the action of 
the American Steel and Wire Company in relation 
to wire nails and wire products. It is believed among 
the best informed hardware manufacturers and job- 
bers that the season will open early and that orders 
along all lines of hardware including building ma- 
terial will be pressing early. It may be said that 
jobbers and manufacturers are to an extent preparing 
for this expected condition. In the meantime _ the 
hardware business for the present continues quiet, but 
not abnormally so. Prices continue steady in practi- 
cally all lines and collections are reported good. 

Poultry netting has advanced 2% per cent. This 
price being effective on February 1. Woven wire 
cloth has advanced, on painted wire screen 5c per 
hundred square feet to retailers. There has been dur- 
ing the week a notable increase in sales of all classes 
of wire products. Wire nails are now quoted at $2.23; 
painted barb wire $2.38: galvanized barb wire, $2.68. 
Smooth annealed wire, $2.08; smooth galvanized wire, 
$2.38; polished staples, $2.23; galvanized _ staples, 
$2.63. Car lots to retailers 5c higher. Less than car 
lots, 15c higher. : 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers at 
$2.38, to retailers $2.43; steel cut nails,to jobbers in 
cars $2.28; to retailers in cars $2.33. 


TIN PLATE, 

The recent drop in tin plate prices seems to have 
been unproductive of an augmented business. Con- 
sumers are still buying in small lots, owing to the 
meager orders on their books for finished material. 
Prices are $3.70 at Pittsburgh mills, for 100 lb. coke 
plates. with the independents quoting $3.65. Price f. o 
b. Swansea for tin plate is 11s 7%d. Arrivals of tin 
plate for the week ending Jan. 25 were 2,149 boxes at 
this port. Stocks of tin plate in Swansea on Jan. 16 


were 104,359 boxes, against 101,411 at the same time 
a vear ago.

COPPER. 


The United Metals Selling Co. is reported to 
be in as strong a position as it has ever been, and well 
able to take care of the surplus copper in this country 
under the present production. It is thought that some 
of the independents have been forced to go out gun- 
ning for orders, and in some cases have been com- 
pelled to cut below 14 cents. The bulk of the small 
business in progress is being done around that figure, 
with the United Metals Selling Co. holding at 14%c, 
and a very small tonnage reported sold at that figure. 
Prices on the New York Metal Exchange were sub- 
stantially unchanged during the week at 13%c to 
1334c for lake, 133¢c to 135¢c for electrolytic and 
134%c to 133gc for casting copper.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “A steady increase in real business is the sum and 
substance of the report of the week in the iron trade. There 
has been good buying all along the line, but there have been 
no large transactions. On the contrary, small purchases have 
been the rule, As for the time of-shipment, it has varied 
But most of the iron sold has been for comparatively quick 
delivery. It is plain to be seen from the character of the 
buying that the buyers are going on conservative lines and 
are neither buying more than they want nor for a longer time 
than they want it. This state of affairs is entirely satisfac 
tory. It shows that the iron trade is recovering naturally and 
normally. If an effort were being made either to scare buy- 
ers into purchasing or to ‘whoop things up’ generally in the 
approved boom fashion. then it would be purchasing a little 
present prosperity at the cost of the future. But there is 
nothing of that kind being done. The iron trade is taking 
care of its own case, and it has commenced to recover from 
the worst of the depression. More iron is being melted than 
was the case thirty days ago, and the indications are that 
this state of affairs will continue.”

PROCESS TO PROTECT IRON AND STEEL. 

United States Consul Albert Halstead, of Birming- 
ham, England, reports that an option on the American 
rights to a patent process called “sheradizing,” which 
it is asserted makes iron and steel rust proof and has 
been used successfully in England for a little time, 
has been sold to a firm in New York. He adds: 

“It is claimed for this process that it coats iron and 
steel with zinc as well as or better than ordinary wet 
galvanizing, and that the iron and steel thus coated 
can be brilliantly polished. In the process zinc dust 
is placed in a-cylinder: which has been brought to a 
temperature of 400 degrees to 500 degrees F.; that is, 
below the melting point of zinc. The articles it is 
desired to “sheradize” are put into the cylinder, which 
is then revolved. The zinc in this process is not 
actually melted, but forms an alloy through the sur- 
face of the articles absorbing the zinc, and then a coat- 
ing covering the whole visible surface is deposited to 
any desirable thickness. Articles thus treated are said 
to have an even and adherent coating which wears ex- 
cellently and does not strip, and that by the use of a 
lime mop are easily polished. It had been found that 
the use of the wet galvanizing process upon articles 
on which threads are cut made it necessary afterwards 
to recut the threads. This, it is claimed, is obviated 
in the new process, thus avoiding both the additional 
work of recutting the threads and also making the 
threads themselves rust proof. Another advantage 
claimed is that because articles are not heated to a 
high temperature the temper of the steel is little af- 
fected, while its tensile strength and that of iron re- 
mains the same. The owners of the process assert 
that it will obviate the necessity of using brass in the 
manufacture of many articles that may rust, an im- 
portant development in view of the high cost of brass. 
Aluminum and antimony can be substituted, it is said, 
for zinc, with success, while when copper and its al- 
loys are subjected to this process their surface is so
